A Bill to prevent the commission of offences of atrocities agcHnst the mem¬ 
bers of the Scheduled Castes <tnd the Scheduled Tfibes, to provide for 
Special Courts for the triad of such offences and for the relief and re¬ 
habilitation of the victims of such offences and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Fortieth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: — 


CHAPTER I 


Prelimtnaby 


1 . (1) This Act may be called the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes (Prevention of Atrocities) Act, 1989. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint.

CHAPTER HI 
Externment 

10. (I) Where the Special Court is satisfied, upon a complaint or a 
police report that a person is likely to commit an offence under Chapter 
II of this Act in any area included in ‘Scheduled Areas’ or ‘tribal areas’, 
as referred to in article 244 of the Constitution, it may, by order in writ¬ 
ing, direct such person to remove himself beyond the limits of such area, 
by such route and within such time as may be specified in the order, and 
not to return to that area from which he was directed to remove himself 
for such period, not exceeding two years, as may be specified in the order. 

(2) The Special Court shall, along with the order under sub-section

(4) Where an order under section 10 is revoked, all measurements 
and photographs (including negatives) taken under sub-section (2) 
shall be destroyed or made over to the person against whom such order 
is made. 

13. Any person contravening an order of the Special Court made 
under section 10 shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to one year and with fine. 


CHAPTER IV 
Special Couhts 

14. For the purpose of providing for speedy trial, the State Govern¬ 
ment shall, with the concurrence of the Chief Justice of the High Court, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, specify for each district a Court 
of Session to be a Special Court to try the offences under this Act. 

15. For every Special Court, the State Government shall, by nolifleation in the 
Official Gazette, specify a Public Prosecutor or appoint an advocate who has 
been in practice as an advocate for not less than seven years, as a Special Pnb- 
lic Prosecutor for the purpose of conducting cases in that 'Court. 

CHAPTER V 
Miscellaneous

18. Nothing in section 438 of the Code shall apply in relation to any 
case involving the arrest of any person on an accusation of having 
committed an offence under this Act. 


19. The provisions of section 360 of the Code and the provisions of the 
Probation of Offenders Act, 1958 shall not apply to any person above 20 of 1968 . 
the age of eighteen years who is found guilty of having committed an 
offence under this Act. 


20. Save as otherwise provided in this Act, the provisions of this Act 
shall have effect notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith con¬ 
tained in any other law for the time being in force or any custom or 
usage or any instrument having effect by virtue of any such law.

(4) The Central Government shall, every year, place on the table 
of each House of Parliament a report on the measures taken by itself 
and by the State Governments in pursuance of the provisions of this 
section, 

22. No suit, prosecution or other legal proceedings shall lie against tlie 
Central Government or against the State Government or any officer or 
authority of Government or any other person for anything which 
is in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act. 

23. (1) The Central Government may, by not’fication in the Official

(2) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid, as soon as may be

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Despite various measures to improve the socio-economic conditions 
of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, they remain vulner¬ 
able. They are denied number of civil rights. They are subjected to 
various offences, indignities, humiliations and harassment. They have, 
in several brutal incidents, been, deprived of their life and property. 
Serious crimes are committed against them for various historical, 
social and economic reasons. 

2. Because of the awareness created amongst the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes through spread of education, etc., they are 
trying to assert their rights and this is not being taken very kindly by 
the others. When they assert their rights and resist practices of un- 
touchability against them or demand statutory minimum wages or refuse 
to do any bonded and forced labour, the vested interests try to cow 
them down and terrorise them. When the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes try to preserve their self-respect or honour of their 
women, they become irritants for the dominant and the mighty. Occu¬ 
pation and cultivation of even the government allotted land by the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes is resented and more often these 
people become victims of attacks by the vested interests. Of late, there 
has been an increase in the disturbing trend of commission of certain 
atrocities like making the Scheduled Castes persons eat inedible subs¬ 
tances like human excreta and attacks on and mass killings of helpless 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and rape of women belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, Under the circums¬ 
tances, the existing laws like the Protection of Civil Rights Act, 1955 and 
the normal provisions of the Indialn Penal Code have been found to be 
inadequate to check these crimes. A special legislation to check and 
deter crimes against them committed by non-Scheduled Castes and non- 
Scheduled Tribes has, therefore, become necessary. 

3. The term ‘atrocity’ has not been defined so far. It is considered 
necessary that not only the term ‘atrocity’ should be defined but strin¬ 
gent measures should be introduced to provide for higher punishments 
for committing .such atrocities. It is also proposed to enjoining on the 
States and the Union territories to take specific preventive and punitive 
measures to protect the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
from being victimised and where atrocities are committed, to provide 
adequate relief and assistance to rehabilitate them. 

4. The Bill sc?eks to achieve the above objects.

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FINANCIAL memorandum 

Clause 15 of the BUI provides for the appointment of Special Public 
Prosecutor from amongst the advocates also by the State Governments. 

Sul>-clause (1) of clause 21 of the Bill provides that the State Gov¬ 
ernments shall take such measures as may be necessary for the effective 
implementation of the provisions of the Bill after it is enacted. Sub¬ 
clause (2) of the said clause, -inter alia, provides for the following mea¬ 
sures, namely; — 

(a) payment of travelling and maintenance expenses to wit¬ 
nesses including the victims of atrocities during investigation and 
trial of atrocities; 

(b) facilities for economic and social rehabilitation of the vic¬ 
tims; 

(c) appointments of officers for initiating or exercising super¬ 
vision over prosecution. 

(d) setting up of committees to assist the Government in formu¬ 
lation and implementation of such measures, 

It is not possible, at this stage, tp majee accurate estimate of the amount 
which may be required to make the aforesaid appointments and to pro¬ 
vide for various measures. According to the present estimate, it is ex¬ 
pected to be around Rs. 5 crores per annum. The Central Government 
shall bear the entire expenses of the Union territories which may bo 
estimated at around Rs. 25 lakhs. The expenditure of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment shall be from the Consolidated Fund of India. 

The provisions of the Bill do not involve any other expenditure of a 
recurring or non-recurring nature.

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Sub-clause (5) of clause 17 of the Bill empowers a State Govern¬ 
ment to make a scheme or schemes. The said sub-clause enumerates the 
matters with respect to which the scheme may be made. The matters, 
inter alia, relate to prevent atrocities and to restore a feeling of secu¬ 
rity amongst the members of the Scheduled Casteg and the Scheduled 
Tribes. 

2. Clausa 23 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make 
rules to give effect to the provisions of the Bill when enactefi. The rules, 
if any, will be confined to matters of procedure and other matters of 
minor detail including enforcement of the various provisiong in¬ 
cluded m the Bill. 

3. A.S such the proposed delegation of legislative powers is of a nor¬ 
mal character,
